L ondon, April 2& — The Russian reply to 
the communication sent to M. de Giers 
through Sir Edward Thornton, Wednesday , 
after the receipt q t Sir Peter Lumsdsn’s sup­ 
plementary report on the battle of March 30 
has just been received. 
M. de Giers replies 
curtly that Russia declines to enter upon any 
further discussion of the Penjdeh incident. 
A Vienna correspondent say s; “ Informa­ 
tion which has been received here from S t 
Petersburg political circles creates a great 
sensation. 
It is to the effect that the only 
condition on which peace can be assured is 
that England shall acknowledge the com­ 
plete neutrality of Afghanistan and the ex­ 
tinction of Euglish influence on the ameer’s 
country . 
In this case only , it is said, 
is a peaceful understanding between Eng­ 
land and Russia possible. 
This demand on 
the part of Russia has been communicated 
as an ultimatum to London. 
The highest 
military circles in Russia 
are bringing 
great pressure to bear on the government to 
declare war. 
They say that the chances 
for victory for Russia were never so favora­ 
ble as at the present time. 
Russia, it 
is further said, is only awaiting the moment 
when the Volga shall be lree of ice, as this 
river is essential for the transportation of 
troops. 
As soon as the river is open Russia 
will cast aside further attempts at diplomatic 
negotiations. 
It is also said here in diplo­ 
matic circles that England is endeavoring to 
negotiate with the porte about the passage 
of the.Dardanelles for war ships.” 
The correspondent also mentions an inter­ 
esting rumor which he say s he has heard 
from various sources, and which he be­ 
lieves to be true. 
It is to the effect that the 
czar, Alexander III, has determined to pro­ 
ceed to Samarkand, in Turkestan, (here to 
be crowned “ Emperor of Central Asia.” The 
coronation ceremony and the incidental fes­ 
tivities will 
last 
for 
many day s and 
will be on a scale of magnificence calculated 
to dazzle and captivate the Asiatic khans 
and chieftains. 
The formal coronation will 
take place in the ancient palace of Tamer­ 
lane, the famous 
conquerer who raised 
Turkestan to the dignity of a first-class 
Asiatic power in the beginning of the 
fifteenth century . 
The date of the imperial 
progress and pageant is not y et fixed, but is 
not expected to occur during the present 
y ear. 
The Standard, in an editorial, say s: “ Eng­ 
lishmen need not fear that a war with 
Russia will involve them with the other 
powers. 
If Russia defeated England an 
awful moment would arrive for Germany . 
Therefore, we 
may 
confidently assume 
that 
Bismarck 
is 
not averse to war 
between England and Russia, because he 
wants Russia weakened. 
We may dismiss 
all misgivings that Germany or her allies 
will oppose England, and France, for well- 
known reasons, will be a quiet ¡*i>ectator. 
The sy mpathy , possibly the indirect assist­ 
ance, of Italy to England is assured. 
It will 
be our own fault if Turkey throws a dilli- 
culty in our way . 
Wise, bold uction will 
secure both Turkey and Persia. 
The czar 
must pondeh upon these things.” 
The Times, in an editorial, say s the posi­ 
tion of the Afghan question remains pre­ 
cisely the same as on the day of the receipt 
of the news of the battle of Penjdeu. 
The 
only thing clear is the necessity of hurry ing 
the preparations for war and of active 
diplomacy to secure allies. 
The Daily News say s there is ieason to bo 
liove that Russia declines to make further 
inquiry concerning the Penjdeh incident. 
The News also say s that the negotiations 
with Turkey tend toward a satisfactory ar­ 
rangement in the event of war, and that it is 
reliably reported that England is negotiating 
with the Italian government for the occupa­ 
tion of a portion of Egy pt by Italy . 
The News say s editorially : 
"We wish we 
could encourage the idea that negotiation; 
with Russia are tending toward the pre- 
6 *rvation of jK*ace, but wo fear the reverse. 
No disposition is shown by Russia to retreat 
from the false position she has assumed. 
Forbearance has been pushed to limits, and 
will bear little further extention on the part 
of England.” 
Tenny son, who is a Liberal in jiolitics, has 
written for The Times a jxxnn on England's 
fleet, in the concluding lines of which bo 
warns Gladstone that if ttaj present 
m inistry 
has wrought the disgrace of England as a 
naval ¡x>wer they will be “kicked fro m their 
places.” Tennyso n o wes his elev atio n to the 
peerage to Gladstone. 
The S tandard's Paris i\kspatch says that

The S u a k im - B crb e r W a te r P ip e t in « . 
[New York Letter.] 


TI 10 journey for troops from Cairo to B er­ 
ber by w ay ot the N ile is about 1.20J miles, 
and presents more difficulties than were sup­ 
posed when it 
was undertaken by Lord 
Wolseley. 
From Saakim to Berber in a d i­ 
rect line across the desert the distance is not 
more than 260 miles, 
but tlM>..,ab*enca of 
w ater make« the journey an ’<RBpossibility 
for large bodiee of troop-. 
Even a railroad 
would be difficult to m aintain, owing to the 
need of large quantities of w ater for the 
engines and for the guards along the road. 
W a te r must be had at any cost if the a t­ 
tack is to be made from Suakim . 
The plan 
now adopted is to run two four-inch pipes 
over the whole distance. 
E v e ry th irty 
miles or so w ill be a tank and two engines 
w ith a capacity for forcing w ater along at 
a pressure of 2,000 pounds to 
the square 
inch. 
Two pumps are used in case of acci­ 
dent to one. 
In forcing oil from the oil 
fields to the seaboard we have 
to cross 
mountains, and the work is tremendous 
com pared to running w ater along a level 
surface. 
The pumping engines to be used are about 
fifteen feet long, and require from 150 to 200- 
horse power of steam. 
The contract calls 
for nothing but the steam pumps. 
Troops 
w ill be needed to guard the engine-houses of 
every station, of 
course. If 
the Arabs 
tam per w ith the 
pipes it w ill 
be known 
alm ost instantly at the nearest pumping- 
station owing to lessened pressure in case the 
pipes are broken or to an increase of pressure 
should one of the valves placed at in ter­ 
vals along the line be m aliciously closed. 


lo w the Yakut Starts a F ire —W hat M el­ 
ville Saw in Siberia. 


[‘‘In the Lena Delta.” ] 
C ivilised people im agine matches neces­ 
sary to their com fort 
Not so the Y a k u t 
To start a fire a d ry piece of wood is 
procured, 
m any 
sticks 
cut 
and 
re­ 
jected, 
until 
one 
entirely 
free 
from 
moisture is found. 
The best of the d rift 
wood is split up and chopped into proper 
lengths, and here w ithout rags, cotton, flax 
or sulphur is where the Y a k u t ingenuity as­ 
serts itself. 
The buds of the arctic w illow 
are forever tryin g to peep from their blank­ 
ets of snow. 
W ith in these buds is a light, 
flossy texture in tne nature of thistledown. 
The native moistens this down slightly and 
mixes it w ith ground charcoal, prepared by 
cooling a lighted piece of birch in the ashes 
of his hearth. 
The floss thoroughly rolled 
through the charcoal is dried before the fire, 
becoming an excellent 
tinder, 
igniting 
q u ickly into a hot and durable point of tire. 
A bundle of fine soft sticks is alw ays kept 
drying before the fire, which the old women, 
in preparation for a native’s journey, take 
down and shape into sword blades, which 
are then w ith a sharp knife shaved into long, 
thin shavings not unlike the Am erican stuff 
known to upholsterers as “excelsior.” 
This 
is preserved dry on the journey in fish-akin 
bags. 
On m aking a fire a native takes a 
bunch of “excelsior” about as large as a 
robin’s neat, punches a hole in it and then 
lays it carefully on the snow. 
N ext taking a 
pinch of tinder from the bag, which alw ays 
hangs at his hip, he places it on his flint, 
and w ith a quick, sharp streke ignites and 
incloses it in the center of his nest of shav • 
ings, which he then lifts up, 
holding it 
ligh tly, w ith his fingers spread apart for the 
passage of air, and w hirls rap id ly around his 
head at arm ’s length. 
A t first a faint, pleasant odor of burning 
birch steals upon the air, then a light streak 
of smoke follows the revolving arm , and 
and when the heat w ithin his hand notifies 
the native that a proper degree of ignition 
has l»een attained ho suddenly ceases his 
gyrations, tears open the smoking nest, and 
with a quick put! blows it into flame. 
Then 
depositing the blazing ball in the snow he 
soon piles his fagots over a n l around it, and 
in a very few seconds his fire is in full blast. 
“ I have watched this operation a hundred 
times and have never seen it fail. 
When I 
tender matches they in variab ly refuse them, 
because the shavings so lighted burn in­ 
w ardly and give otf but little beat, whereas 
by the Y a k u t treatm ent they are almost in­ 
stantly a glowing mass, never m issing fire.” 


M achine for W eaving “ Tig h ts." 
[Cor. Chambers’ Jo urnal.] 
From a theatrical journal I cull the fol­ 
lowing description of the m anufacture of 
what in stage parlance are termed “ tights.” 
The machines were situated in a sm all low- 
< oilinged room, and the constant w hir ensu­ 
ing . as row after row’ of threa 1 was added, 
>et o ne’s teeth on edge In anything but a 
pleasant manner. 
The machine had not the 
click-clack of an ordinary loom; it was w hir, 
whir, whir, as if a tuning fora was being 
drawn acro ss so me comb-like substance; 
while the shiv ery feeling the noise produced 
w ai icily sug g estiv e 
of cold w ater tricklin g 
o w n o ne’s back. 
I nert* was 
no shuttle;^ no w arp versus 
*.\t»ft. 
The operator’s fingers, 
taking the 
place o f the shuttle, draws the thread across 
th* r< w o f horizontal J-shaped needles; by 
ano ther mo v ement 
the loop o f each little 
elo ng ated J Drossas the thread down, when a 
kno t is formed by a further thread being 
passed o v er the loop; and so, after the man- 
u r o f o rdinary baud
